WILDCAT OIL WELLS COME IN 


The cast central Alberta’ plain 
about 90 miles northeast of Calgary 
stole the oil spotlight from the 
Leduc and Redwater areas Monday, 
with two wildeats shaping into 
what look like commercial wells,
